Good men have chal- | 
lenged the incumbents. We hope there will be challengers this 
year, too, and we would hope for a hard-fought campaign. 

Menlo Park has problems: parking, traffic, annexations, recre- 
ation needs. The five men now on the city council do not have all | 
the answers, nor are they the only men of stature and integrity | 
in town. A challenging candidate can build a strong platform if 
he can solve these worries. 

But — sigh — we must concede the three incumbents have an | 
edge, because, up to now, Menlo Park’s tradition of incumbency | 
has been based on good government.

Council Again 
Defers Action 
On Derry Lot 


Decision on an offer by Edward 
J. Derry for the sale of a parking 
area near the Southern Pacific 
railroad station to the City of Men- | 
lo Park was delayed by the City | 
| Council last week. | 

The offer was originally made | 
by Derry late last year when he} 
quoted the city a price of $15,750 | 
for a lot holding 20 cars, less than 
$800 per car. At that time the 
council postponed any action on 
the offer until further study had | 
been made. 

Subsequently it has been 
learned that the city has a right- 
of-way over Derry’s property for 
a future street. This right-of-way | 
was declared by the city on June | 
12. 1956, Assistant City Manager 
John Johnson revealed. 

Mayor William Lawson pointed | 
out that ne decision has been made 
on the right-of-way and that it 
| would be much more practical for | 
the city to purchase the Derry 
property by virtue of the right-of- 
way, rather than for the parking | 
lot. If a street were to put through | 
the right-of-way, the city could pur- | 
chase the property at an appraised { 
price rather than the asked priee. 

Derry reminded the council that 
the property had been there for a} 
good many years and that there 
was no need to hasten a decision. 

The Mayor agreed and suggested | 
that the council again delay action | 
on the offer and that Derry’s pro- 
posal be forwarded to the city ad-| 
ministration for their considera- | 
tion.

Menlo Park ary trustees is 
representatives of the county li- 
| brary Monday night agreed to un- 
dertake a survey to learn what per- 
centage of patrons of the local fa- 
cility reside outside the city. 

They also approved a_ plan 
whereby the library here will be 
jointly operated under a written 
contract next year. 

Both actions were approved on 
the basis that the library is still 
Operated as a joint venture of the 
county library and the city of Men- 
lo Park.
